He 
went to Corliss and upon being shown 
the paper said thut ho had written the 
mmie, but he could not remember the 
num.

But ft is dcmons-trated that this prov- 


jnce was a very hot bed of rebellion, and 
the natives were carrying upon a plan in 
secret by which our 
officers 
and men 


were made ridiculous. These insurgents 
testified 
who surrendered to 
General 


Bell, that municipal elections in Tayabas 
were controlled by thorn and that false 
information 
was given the American 


officers 
by the authorities. The tes(ti- 


mony of (ten. Ball's officers was uniform- 
ly to the effect that this province was 
badly disaffected and that support was 
being given the insurgents right along, 
some of it voluntarily and some under 
secret compulsion of tho rebels. 


The charges 
of cruelty against our 


men and officer.-? in the Philippines have 
been discredited. It is true property 
has 
been destroyed, and 
ins urge ni»> 


killed and some of them severely pun- 
ished-as they deserved for their rascal- 
ity and mutiiiatrbn of the soldier dead, 
as wel) as for unlawful cruelty. In the 
courae-of the report of General Wheaton 
is found the following: 
''No natives of 


the military age were allo-wed to marry, 
<except on a contribution of 30 pesos or a 
Jrifle. 
One-to-nth of all agricultural prod- 


uce was exacted. Nothing could be car- 
ried to market without paying on 
the 


liighway a tax to an armed 
collector. 


Toll was collected for crossing bridges 
which had,stood for a century and had 
never -been toll bridges. Brass bands had 
to contribute one-half of their earnings 
to 'the insurrection, tho municipal police 
a pa/rt of their wages, and all natives 
who drew a salary or compensation from 
the American government a large por- 
tion thereof. Those who rented houses 
to Americans likewise paid a monthly 
tax." 


This was the or\ier of business of tho 


insurgent Filipinos and those who failed 
to comply with these orders were as- 
sassinated and tortured. 


One comment made upon these pro- 


ceedings, which soom to have so pleased 
Major Gardener, is a.* follows: 
"A per- 


fect system of terrorism 
existed, and 


through it the guerrillas 
lived in tlic 


mountains at the expense of the native 
population. It' is not astonishing ahat 
Judge Taft postponed the publication of 
Garneder's charges and that the commis- 
sion restored Tayabas to military con 
trol. The ma-jor is a gentleman of hu- 
mane instincts, but his judgment 
is 


weak. He was blind to the existence of

TH8S COUNTRY NOT AN AGENT 


FOR SECURITY HOLDERS 


Premium* With Tobacco Packages Will 


Not Be Allowed—Conference

mittee Still Wre»tllDg With 


the Philippines Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—When the 


senate convened today a partial confer- 
ence report on the general deficiency bill 
was agreed to and Messrs. Hale, Allison 
and Teller appointed conferees. 


Mr. Teller (Col.) presented a petition 


from E.stes G. Rathbone. praying for a 
full investigation into his perfor.ma.nco of 
duties as director of posts of Cuba dur- 
ing the, ocupation 
of Cuba. He main- 


tained in his petition that he was unjust- 
ly tried and unfairly convicted and that 
lie is entitled to a full, fair and impar- 
tial investigation by congress. 


The petition was referred to the com- 


mittee on relations with Cuba. 


A resolution ofl'eved yesterday by Mr. 


Morgan, providing for an investigation 
by the committee on inter-oceanic canals 
to ascertain whether any claims exist in 
favor of the citizens of the United States 
against the new or the old Panama Can- 
al company; and authorizing the com- 
mittee to ascertain whether unlawful or 
corrupt efforts have been made to obtain 
any part of the sum that may be applied 
to the purchase of the property of the 
new Panama Canal company or to Costa 
Rica or Nicaragua by the United States, 
was taken up. 


After Mr. Morgan had explained the 


resolution, Mr, Spoonerf Wis.) vigorous- 
ly opposed its adoption, declaring that it 
was without precedent entirely mischiev- 
ous and obstructive of the action-of con- 
gress. The United States was in no po- 
sition, ho thought, to act as agent for 
bondholders or slvnreholders of the Pan- 
ama Canal company. Those people would 
have to look to the French courts for 
their rights. It was not the business of 
the United States to constitute itself a 
guardian of the French court and of the 
people who had claims against the Pana- 
ma t.Ganal company. 


Mr. Morgan interrupted Mr. Spooncr 


to say that he wanted to know whether 
the lobby that had been hanging about 
Washington was to receive any part of 
the $40-,000,QOO. He 
said bribes 
were 


paid to mf-n who conducted great nego- 
tiations. 


Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) said he could not 


support the Morgan resolution because 
it would tend to delay work on the canal. 


Mr. Hanna, in opposing the resolution 


resented the insinuation that a lobby 
was here. He challenged Mr. Morgan to 
produce the proof of such a charge. He 
said Mr. Morgan had tried to throw a 
cloud upon the Panama company's title 
and was endeavoring to lay upon con- 
gress calumny and charges of corruption. 
There was no truth in the insinuations. 


Mr. Morgan nuid he had made, no re- 


flection on congress, but insisted that 
there was a lobby for Panama.

WASHINGTON", Juno 2S.—When the 


»cnate convened today a partial confer- 
ence report on the general deficiency bill 
was agreed to and Messrs. Hale, Allison 
and Teller appointed conferees. 


Jlr. Teller (Col.) presented a petition 


from K»tcs 0. Kathbone prsyinp for » 
full investigation iiit<Hii» performance of 
duties as director of posts of Cuba dur- 
ing the occupation 
of Cuba. .He main- 


tained in hi* petition that he was unjust- 
ly tried and unfairly convicted and that 
he is entitled to a full, fair and impar- 
tial investigation by congress. 


The petition was referred to the com- 


mittee on relations with Cuba. 


A resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 


Morgan, providing for nil investigation 
by the committee on inlcr-oceanie. canals 
to ascertain whether any claims; exist in 
favor of the citizens of the United States 
against the new or the old Panama Can- 
al company; and authorizing the com- 
mittee to ascertain whether unlawful or 
corrupt efforts have been made to obtain 
any part of the sum that may be applied 
to the purchase of the property of the 
new .Panama Canal company or to Costa 
Kica. or Nicaragua by ike United States, 
wajt taken up. 


After Mr. Morgan had explained tlio 


resolution, Mr. Spooner( \Vis.) vigorous- 
ly opposed it* adoption, declaring that it 
was without precedent entirely mischiev- 
ous1 and obstructive of the action of con- 
gress. The United States was in no po- 
sition, ho thought, to act a.s agent for 
bondholders or sdvnreholders of the Pan- 
ama Gana.1 company. Those people would 
have -to look to the French courts for 
their rights. It was not. the business of 
t.ie United States t,o constitute itself a 
guardian of the. .Fronch court and of the 
people who had claims against the I'an.i- 
maiOanal company. 


Mr. Morgan interrupted Mr. Spooncr 


to say that he wanted to know whether 
tho lobby that had 'been hanging about 
Washington was to receive any part of 
tho S4fr,000,000. He 
said bribes 
were 


paid to iiirn who conducted great nego- 
tiations. 


Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) said lie could not 


support the Morgan resolution because 
it would tend to delay work on the canal. 


Mr. Hanna, in opposing the re«ol.ution 


resented the insinuation that a lobby 
\vns here. 
He challenged .Mr. Morgan to 


produce the proof of such a. charge, He 
said Mr. Morgan had tried to throw a 
cloud upon the I'amuna company's title. 
uiid was endeavoring to lay upon con- 
gress calumny uiul charges of corruption. 
There wa» no truth in the insinuations. 


Mr. Morgan siiiri he had made no re- 


flection on congress, but insisted that 
there was a lobby for Panama. 


The Morgan Panama resolution went 


. to the calendar without action,

In a deathbed statement Mrs. Castle 


said Miss Morrison had first attacked her 
and the theory of tho state, had been 
that Miss Morrison in a spirit of re.venge 
armed herself with n. razor and went to 
Mrs. Castle's hou^e intent on killing her. 
The defense pleaded self-defense and Miss 
Morrison in the three times that she has 
gone over the details of the bloody fight 
has insisted that her antagonist called 
her into the house, accused her of writing 
to Castle and opened the fight.

infantry moving-into the works on ev- 
ery'side, light "batteries taking posi- 
tions behind1'breastworks and men at 
the heavy gnns in" the forts, while to- 
ward a series of roads different from 
that whiebvwe were approaching anoth- 
er cavalry, regiment was moving. In the 
town vwe * divided so as to reconnoiter 
three roads to find out who and where 
the enemy-was. It did not take long 
to get the desired information. A Con- 
federate gun or two on each road sent 
s shell or two to let us know where 
they were, and a dash of skirmishers 
at the gallop yielded two or three pris- 
oners, who told -us that the troops who 
had caused the alarm were two corps 
of Lee's army. 


Well, ive had gained the Information 


for which*we had gone in-search, but 
it didn't.please.ns at all. It foresha.d- 
owed a change'of habit for us, Up i:o 
that time .we had been, able with a sin- 
gle battalion to send; flying back to 
their camps/any-force that had ap- 
proached the'town. We could scarcely 
expect to'do so-with the nervcomers. 
A single Confederate corps' numbered 
more than 20,000 men^the entire force 
at our" post numbered :less than 8,000. 
There'was nothing to 3oke about. Men 
spoke^to one another about, the situa- 
tion and reasoned'atfcut'lt bat in sen 
tences no: longer or more sensible than 
those above. Every one seamed labor- 
ing noSsc. a sens<e. of personal affront- 
affront which he was unable to resent

They followed 
us when we returned to camp and be-

For some weeks after Iiongstreet's 


departure we spent most of pur time inv 
the field. The general commanding pre- 
ferreci that Longstreet should have as 
fow excuses as 'possible for coming 
back agaic on the plea of looking for 
forage, BO he proceeded to take up 20 
miles of railroad track on each of the 
two roads leading from our post It 
was a tedious job, but as we troopers 
had little to do but look on and occa- 
sionally be killed while repelling h> 
quisltive Johnnies we rather enjoyed it 
A large force of Infantry and light ar- 
tillery was with us. So were some 
hundreds of contrabands, and while 
we kept the enemy on the .riyer too 
miserable to qome.across lnva body and 
visit us "the contrabands" raised the 
rails, loaded them on platform cars and 
Hmrned the ties. We worried General1 
Lee's overburdened heart a good deal 
for two or three weeks, b,ut that was 
one of the jobs for which we bad en- 
listed. We made so many feints at at- 
tempting to cross ~tbe stream and ad- 
vance in 'force on Richmond from the 
south that he had to send some of bis 
men down to watch us. 


We worried the natives too. Our 


horses ate all the grass, hay and fod- 
der 'that Longstree? s men had left, a.nd 
the. assurance that :'the owners would 
be paid could they prove that they were 
good Union men did not seem to con> 
fort the sold owners a bit They did 
not doubt that our officers told them 
the 'truth, but-^tbere were some stub-i 
born facts; in, tbefwayi of their getting;

We in- 
dulged In an occasional reconnolssance 
iust to let the enemy, know we bathYfe 
eft town, but hoped he hadl For the 
rest of the time, however, we ^njoyed 
more leisure than: we could have had at 
loine. It became tiresome; then it 'lie- 
came absolutely wearing. 


After the "works on both sides had 


been making faces at each other for 
several weeks, and- a great lot of pow- 
der had been boraed without hurting 
many, people, and thousands of-men,bad 
been kept, awake at night 'when they 
wanted to be asleep, the word was pass- 
ed through onr camp one evening that 
General Longstreet was to be made to 
f eel '-very sick next morning and that 
we were to assist at the operation. Be- 
tweon dark- and dawn the bridge was 
secretly -'repaired, right under the en- 
emy's military,; nose. The most diffi- 
cult part of the work, that of -repairing 
the frame, was done silently. * Then an 
army of contrabands went down In 
couples, eaeh couple carrying a- young 
pine log to be used as planking. When 
these had been laid, other contrabands 
packed the cracks with straw, and still 
others carried out bags and boxes of 
dirt and strewed over all, so the bridge 
shouM be nolseleste under footfall of 
man and horse. Eight hundred Afri- 
cans were kept awake all1 night by that 
job, and I do not 'believe the occasion 
would have been favorable In' which to 
Interview, them on the blessings of 
freedom. 
Just 'before dawn several 


companies of our regiment passed over 
and learned that the enemy had not 
expected them. Close behind came a 
large body of infantry, which prolonged 
the surprise we had caused and prepar- 
ed to make it permanent. Then some 
of our light artillery took a band. We 
struck the enemy's line near its center 
and behaved so dlsagreebly to the John- 
nies that General Longstreet took them 
back to General Lee.

Infantry, moving-into the works on ev- 
ery-side, light"batteries taking posi- 
tions behind''breastworks and men at 
the heavy guns In'the forts, while to- 
ward a series of roads different from 
that wtolehvwe were approaching anoth- 
er cavalry; regiment was moving. In the 
town vwe 'divided so as to reconnoiter 
three roads to find out who and where 
the enemy.was. It did not take long 
to get the desired Information. A Con- 
federate cun or two on each road sent 
& shell or two to let us know where 


was."/ We always succeeded. "We had 
nly to go a ..mile or two outside our 
wn lines to be loudly assured that It 
was not neceesory .to go farther, and 
he mounted skirmishers who dashed 
n the direction of the first shots al- 
vays saw gray figures lying down in 
Fallow r'.fle pits, with breastworks far 
n the rear. Sometimes we-would take 
omei Infantry with us—enough to en-

Oh, there was plenty of work for ev 


_Tybody— ex«*pt the cavalry. 
Wo In 


dulgcd In an occasional reoonnolssano 
lust to let the enemy., know we hadn1 
eft town, byt hoped'he had. Forth 
rest of the time, however, we fnjoye 
more leisure thnu:we could have had a 
home. It became tiresome; then It be 
came absolutely wearing. 


After the 'works on both sides ha 


been making faces at each other fo 
several weeks, and a great lot of pow 
der had been burned without burtln,. 
many, people, and thousands of-men.ca 
been kept, awake at night when they 
wanted to oe asleep, the word was pass 
ed throush our camp one evening tba 
General Longstreet was to be made t 
feel "very sick next morning and tha 
we were to assist at the operation. Be- 
tweon dark and dawn the bridge wa 
secretly-'reputa-ed, right under the en 
eniy's military/nose. The most, difll 
cult part of the work, that of-repalrin 
the frame, was done silently, f Then a 
army of contrabands went down i 
couples, cacti couple carrying a youn 
pine log to bo used as planking. Whe 
these had been laid, other contraband 
packed the cracks with straw, and sti 
others carried out- bags and boies o 
dirt and strewed over all, so the bridge 
BhouM be noiseless under footfall of 
man and horse. Eight hundred Afri- 
cans were kept awake all'night by that 
job, and I do not'believe the occasion 
would have been favorable in'which to 
Interview, them on the blessings of 
freedom. 
Just'before dawn several 


companies of our regiment passed over 
and learned that the enemy had not 
expected them. Close behind came a 
large body of Infantry, which prolonged 
the surprise we had caused nnd prepar- 
ed to make it permanent Then some 
of our light artillery took a hand. We 
struck tlie enemy's line near its center 
and behaved so dlsagreebly to the John- 
nies that'General LoDgstreet took them 
back to General Lee.
